—A 14-year-old girl, yielding to long 
smouldering hatred, calml\ killed 
her sleeping twin sister Sunday. 
Then said Dan B. Eymann, as- 
sistant district attorney, Alice Rich- 
ard "almost defiantly" told him: 
"I hated her. I don't feel bad 
because my sister Is dead, but I 
feel bad for my folks. 
Thls'll 
hurt them. I'd kill Sally again 
if I had the chance." 
Sally Richard 
was killed by a 
single .22 rifle slug into her brain 
as she lay sleeping about S p. m. 
She was one of eight sons and dau- 
ghters of Mr. and Mrs. Edgard V. 
Richard. None of the family heard 
the shot. 
Eymann 
said a murder charge 


would be filed against Alice today. 
The killing was an apparent case 
of what psychologists call sibling 
rivalry—rivalry between offspring 
of the same parents—said Sheriff 
J. W. Ripperdan. The twlnse were 
not Identical. 
Eymann quoted Alice: 
"I hated her for a long time and 
had it in the back of my mind to 
do it. 
" 


"I hated her because she was 
stupid and loud and always 
act- 


In? like a nut. I learned to hate 
her when we were In the sixth 
grade and ever since then this 
has built up." 
A quarrel Saturday evening over 
use of a telephone brought her 
antagonism to a boll. 
But a brother, Edgard, 16, held 


Sally so Alice could use th* phone, 


Alice screamed, "I'm going to kill 
you and I'm gping to do it with 
gun." 


Another brother, Robert 13, hid 
the father's unloaded rifle under 
his bed. But he later put it back 
In a closet. 


Sally had a baby-sitting job at 
a neighbor's. Alice Joined her at 11 
p. m. 


The girls got home about 2 a. 


m. Sally went to sleep. Alice lay 
awake brooding. She arose, went 
through the darkened house, grop- 
ed until she found the rifle and 
cartridges—and shot Sally. 


Then she telephoned the sher- 
iff's office: 
"Come ta* 4721 Harvey Avenue, 
there's been a murder." 
That awakened her mother, who 
grabbed the phone and said, 
"Don't .be too hasty. She's having 
a nightmare." 
Alice led her mother to Sally's 


body. The horrified mother called 
officers right back: "It's true." 
Ripperdan, stressing this was 
only his opinion, said: 


"Sally was a boisterous, jolly-go- 
lucky kind of a girl. Alice is a 
more older-like acting girl, talks 
very bright but moody. The deceas- 
ed got more attention than the de- 
fendant." 


The family denied "one twin had 


been favored over the other." 
Eymann said they told him the 
girls had "disagreements but no 
more so. than moat sisters their 
««.."

Farm Products 
Proposed In Lieu 
Of Cash For EC A 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—UP) 
—The House foreign affairs com- 
mittee today voted to cut a billion 
dollars cash from 1951 European 
Recovery spending and substitute 
an equivalent amount of surplus 
farm commodities. 
The committee overrode admin- 
istration objections In accepting 
an amendment by Rep. Vorys (D- 
Ohlo) at a closed-door committee 
session. 


The vote, not disclosed, was 
said by.Chairman Kee (D-W-Va.) 
to have cut across party lines. 
Vory's amendment slashes the 
1951 cash spending authority of the 
Economic Co-operation Administra- 
tion to $1,950,000,000 a flat $1,000,- 
000 less than provided in the ad- 
ministration bill. 
In lieu of the money, the Com- 


modity Credit Corporation would 
make available surplus agricultur- 
al commodities having a value of 
$1,000,000,000 based on open mar- 
ket prices. 


How much of each surplus com- 
modity would go to each partici- 
pating nation would be determined 
by actual requirements. 


The amendment, opposed 
by 
'EGA, represents the first major 
change In the 1951 foreign spend- 
ing bill now being worked up by 
the foreign affairs committee for 
submission to the House. 
Chairman Kee told reporters that 
in his opinion the change would 
have a crippling effect both on ad- 
ministration of the EGA and on the 
administration's farm support pro- 
gram.

$125,000,000 extra cost to taxpay- 
ers for surplus peanut* and cot- 
ton that are not needed or want- 
ed." 
Thomas readily agreed that most 


of the pressure for the compromise 
comes from the South. Acreages of 
cotton and peanuts eligible for 
price supports were cut back sharp- 
ly this year in an effort to reduce 
surplus stocks the government mus 
buy. 
The pending bill would soften 
some inequalities under the cut- 
back formula.

JESSUP DENIES 
CHARGES HE IS 
TIED TO REDS 


Attorney General 
Protesting Use Of 
FBI Secret Files 


WASHINGTON, March 20—UP)— 


Ambassador Philip C. Jessup de- 
clared today that Senator McCar- 
thy (R-Wls.), by accusing him of 
"Communist affinity," showed 
a 


"shocking disregard for the Inter- 
ests of our country." 


With a sweeping denial of any 
Communist sympathizers, Jessup 
told a senate Investigating sub- 
committee that it Is ii matter of 
"utmost gravity" when an Ameri- 
can envoy is "held up before the 
eyes of the rest of the world as a 
liar and a traitor." 
The ambasasdor-at-large lashed 
back 
at McCarthy after speeding 


home from a survey mission to the 
Far East. He said that during his 
absence his integrity was attacked 
only by 
two 
sources—McCarthy 


and the Moscow official newspaper 
Izvestia. 
Jessup added: 
"Anyone who believes In the con- 
cept of guilt by association might 
draw some startling conclusions 
from this fact. However, I do ' not 
believe in the concept of guilt by 
association. 
"Moreover, I do believe that 
anyone 
who, without adequate 


proof, 
levels a charge of 
con- 


scious 
or ignorant support of 


Communist at a member of the 
United States senate—or at least 
at any official 
of the 
United 
States government—Is Irrespon- 
sible. 
"I have no evidence that Senator 


McCarthy was motivated by desire 
to assist the Internatnonal Com- 
munist Movement even though his 
words and actions have had that 
effect." 


As to the charges against 
him, 
Jessup said. 


"I wish to repeat 
categorically 
and without qualification that' I 
•am not a Communist and never 
have been .^..CMnniunist,.'.

'""I am• not ami have never been 
a Communist sympathizer. 
"I have never knowingly support- 
ed or promoted any movement or 
organization which I know had as

The disclosure came today as 
two Department of Public Safe- 
ty investigators completed a se- 
cret 8-day investigation of a dis- 
charged guard's complaint of nu- 
merous incidents which he term- 
ed "irregularities."

The 29-page complaint written by 
IB discharged euard was taken to 
le Governor's office in Austin on 
eb.

Investigation by the Department 
f Public Safety came after prison 
eneral Manager O. B. Ellis asked 
IB department head, Col. Homer 
arrison, to assign men to look in- 
o the matter. They reported to the

untsville, who was fired from the

In his lengthy complaint, Ruck- 
er charged that prison officials 
vere "ruining the morale of the 
Inmates" i.by coddling; that dopei 


and whiskey was reaching convicts 
with the knowledge nf some prison 
employes; that prison officials 
were warned of red clay In a sew- 
er several days before seven men 
escaped from Huntsvllle Dec. 28 
by 
tunnelling 
under the walls 
near a sewer, and general mis- 
management of the entire system. 
The two Investigators said in 


their report that most of the charg- 
es were found to be unfounded and 
they reported that steps have been 
taken over the past two years to 
rid 
the system of employes 
who 


have shown themselves to be in- 
competent. 


A check with the Huntsville sew- 


er and water department, the in- 
vistlgators said, showed that no 
such report of clay in the 
sewer 


was ever made to the prison man- 
agement and that no such clay was 
found in the snwer. 


One of the investigators,

three years ago made a similar 
Investigation, reported that mor- 
ale in better among inmates now 
than It was at that time and ad- 
ded that "only a small amount of 
narcotics" are now reaching the 
Inmates of the system.

Reports 
of dust cloud 


ugain darkening the sun in 
the Dust Bowl are enough 
to send cold chills down the 
spine.

The dust storms of early 


March apparently were a 
freakish result of 
unusual 


weather 
conditions.

picked up no more dust 
than any common wind. But 
this comforting supposition 
is not enough to wipe from 
the mind's eye the ghastly 
color of the noonday sun in 
those other years; the powd- 
ery, gritty dust in the eyes 
and throat, lying on the win- 
dow sills, inside the shoes, 
even in the food; the wasted 
land, deserted farmsteads 
forgotten tools buried in the 
drifted dust. 
Those things 


are not easily forgotten, and 
it is better so. The memories, 
aided by the shock of new

. done an adequate job of ty- 
ing down our precious soil. 


Those few inches lying on

ures to prevent it from wash-

take a look around, asking 
whether the soil is protected 
as well as it could be. 


BRITISrT FARMS 


An American newspaper 


man reporting on farm con- 
ditons in England drew com- 
parison between land use 
and farm practices there 
and in the American .Mid- 
west, and then declared that 
if farmers all over the Unit- 
ed States were doing as well 
as British farmers are today, 
in production per acre, we 
could easily support one 
hundred million more peo- 
ple. For that matter Ameri-

Observers say, neverthe-

is likely. The results of the 
February elections can be in- 
terpreted as a hint that they 
would like to do so unen- 
cumbered by close govern- 
ment supervision, red tape 
and subsidization.

Some concern is being ex- 


pressed over the number of 
unemployed persons in the 
nation. The figure has risen 
consistently over the past 
year or so, and in February 
it was beginning to approach 
a level which-could be com- 
pared with that of 1941, al- 
though still nearly a million 
less than the peak of that 
year. On the other hand the 
argument has been heard 
that the number of unem- 
ploye! is 1 jss significant 
than the.total of employed, 
which remains higher than at 
any time except in the peak 
years of 1947 and 
1948.

William R. Ray Friday was con- 
demned to die in the electric chair 
at Huntsville on April 20 for 
the 
brutal rape of a nine-year-old Fort 
Worth'girl two years ago. 


District Judge A. P. Mays, with 


a clear and distinct voice, pronounc- 
ed the sentence of death as some 
200 spectators looked on In silence. 


"It Is the order of the court," 
declared Judge Mays, "x x x be- 
fore the hour of sunrise on the 
20th day of April, A. D. 1950 at 
the state penitentiary at Hunts- 
vine that you be caused to die 
by the passage 
through 
your 


body of a current of electricity 
of sufficient Intensity to 
cause 
death x x x " 
Within five minutes after the sen- 


tencing, Ray was on his way to the 
penitentiary, guarded by 
Sheriff 
David Castles and Deputy R. 'E. 
Jones. 
The two officers returned Ray 


from 
Dallas, where he has been 


held pending outcome of appeals, 
at 9:30 a. m. Friday. 
A score of 
persons,

The 34-year-old convicted rapist, 
whose baptism Into the Church 
of Christ.'has brought sympathy 
from hundreds, stood relaxed and 
calm before the Judge, his hands 
clasped behind his back. 
Ray was dressed in freshly press- 
ed brown slacks, a tan sports jack- 
et 
and brown sports shirt, 
his 


oxblood shoes shlned brightly. 


Other than the judge's deep voice, 
and the clicking of movie cameras, 
the packed district courtroom was 
without sound. 
Ray's mother wept in silence. 
The case was over as far as De- 
fense Counsel H. S, Beard of Wa- 
co was concerned. 
"I've done all I can do," said the 
'attorney who single handedly has 
waged Bay's court fight for life. 
"It's no use trying further; we've 
gone as far a* we can." 
Beard said "It was a successful 
operation, but the patient died." 
The lawyer declared the 
case 


probably would have been reversed 
,by the Court of Criminal .Appeals 
ihad it not involved child rape. He 
pointed out that one judge on the 
high court had dissented, holding 
the indictment was Invalid because 
It failed to specify the victim was 
a "female.", 


It was on Anrll 8. 194S when the 
former army cook lured the''9-year- 
old girl into his automobile on a 
Fort Worth street, drove her to a 
secluded spot in a dark park and 
assaulted her. Exactly three months 
later he was behind bars with a 
death penalty facing him. 


A 
Navarro district court jury 
convicted Ray on July 8, 1948 after 
only a few minutes deliberation. 
The case was sent here on a change 
cf venue- from Tarrant county. 


Ray had pleaded Innocent, claim- 
ing he experienced a "black out" 
and remembered nothing apparent- 
ly because of an intoxicated condi- 
tion. 


Among the state's prosecutors at 
the sentencing were Al Clyde, at 
the time prosecutor in 
Tarrant 
county; Charles T. Banister, coun- 
ty attorney here; and .his assistant, 
Seton T. Holsey.' 


Pronouncement of sentence cli- 
maxed a long fight for reversal, • a 
mew trial and public sympathy for 
the condemned man. . 


At one time the defense was vic- 
torious, it seemed. The case was 
on-appeal In Austin, where the 
nigh court affirmed the 
lower 
court's • verdict. But among the 
papers In the case, there was no 
judgment—an oversight on the 
part .of Navarro district court at- 
taches . 
Defense Counsel Beard leaped at 
the chance' for new litigation, but 
in the end—after appealing again 
to the Austin Court of Criminal Ap- 
peals—Ray merely achieved a sev- 
eral months' delay. 


A so-called judgment nunc pro 
tune (now for then) was entered 
by 'District Judge Mays; new ap- 
peals were taken, and the Austin 
jurists again affirmed the 'Navarro 
conviction. Their mandate was re- 
turned to district court here a week 
ago, March 10.

Th 
present name of the company wa 
first used in 1921. 


The system known as the Gul 
States had offices on the top floo 
of a three-story building acros 
from the Palace theater, which la 
ter burned. H. P. Phillips, man 
ager of the Corsicana company 
said the company's records show 
the Gulf States went out of bus 
ness In 1916. 


In 1905, Southwestern T. andT. 
had 432 phones In Corsicana and 
Gulf States, It Is recalled, 
had 
about the same number. Old- 
timers state many homes In those 
days had two telephones. One on 
each system. 
Operators in those days under 
went much confusion trying to lo 
cate a party. 
One old-time oper 
ator said a number would be jjiv 
en for a party and after a dill 
gent search It would be discoverec. 
tha number was on the other sys 
tern. 


There is no record of the con 
solldation of the two tleephone 
companies and one old-timer re 
called that -still another service 
was located for a short time In' a 
building where Cabell's store now 
is located.

Ray selected oysters 
from the cafe's menu. 


"He didn't have much of an ap- 


petite,"" reported Castles. 


•Ray told the sheriff en route 


to Huntsville, "My knees 
got 
weak once," during the sentenc- 
ing. "It took much longer than 1 
expected."

The sheriff and Jones returned 


to Corsicana after Ray was locked 
in a death house cell.
